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Weed Control in Flax

Weeds and available moisture 
are the main factors which affect 
flax production in southern Al¬ 
berta Good farming methods will 
help to retain the maximum mois¬ 
ture for crop production and will 
also assist in weed control. How¬ 
ever, even the best cultural prac¬ 
tices will not ensure a weed free 
flax crop. The introduction of sel¬ 
ective weed control chemicals has 
given the farmer an additional 
tool for flax production. 

During the past four years, fair¬ 
ly extensive trials with 2,4-D for 
weed' control in flax have been 
conducted at the Lethbridge Ex¬ 
perimental Station. In general 
these tests indicate that when us¬ 
ed with caution in accordance 
with current recommendations, 
flax can be produced successfully 
and weeds killed or kept under 
control in the growing crop. 

Damage to the" flax crop will 
result from the application of 2,4- 
D but this damage is more than 


offset by the weed control attain¬ 
ed. Unlike most of the cereal 
grains, flax is least susceptible to 
2 4-D Injury in the early seedling 
stages, and the susceptibility to 
injury increases with advancing 
age of the flax. Very severe dam¬ 
age is caused if 2,4-D is applied 
when flax is in the bud to early 
bloom stage ot growth. Therefore, 
the earlier the treatment can be 
given the better. As the main idea 
is to kill weeds, then the 2,4-D 
should be applied as soon as pos¬ 
sible after weed growth appears. 
Eoth the amine and the ester 
types of the chemical may be us¬ 
ed, byt the amine is preferred as, 
ii general, it will cause less injury 
to the flax crop. However, if some 
of the more resistant types of 
weeds are present, such as Rus¬ 
sian thistle, the ester type 2,4-D 
wfuld be preferable. 

Dosage rates will vary with con¬ 
ditions, but 2,4-D ester or amine, 


applied at a rate of 3 or 4 ounces 
(free acid basis) per acre to flax 
in the relatively young growth 
stages, can be expected to give an 
adequate measure of weed con¬ 
trol without causing serious dam¬ 
age to the flax crop. 

2,4-D treatments will tend to 
delay the maturity of the flax 
crop and dosage rates as suggested 
above may delay maturity by as 
much as one week? Bearing this 
fact in mind, frost damage to the 
flax crop may be an Indirect re¬ 
sult of the weed control chemical 
applications, and therefore early 
seeding is desirable. ' 


PLASTIC WINGS FOR FIGHTER

Tall Wheatgrass 
Popular Subject 

Many enquiries are received at 
this office concerning tall wheat- 
grass. The following information 
regarding this grass was recently 
received and was compiled as a 
result of tests conducted at the 
Dominion Forage Crops Labor¬ 
atory located at Saskatoon, Sask. 

Tall wheatgrass was introduced 
to the University of Saskatchew¬ 
an, Saskatoon, from Russia in 
1929. The Dominion Forage Crops 
Laboratory made preliminary in¬ 
crease of this grass, and compar¬ 
ed It with several other grasses 
It appeared too harsh and coarse 
for a forage crop, and interest 
centered on its use in crosses with 
wheat to produce a perennial 
wheat. More recent reports of al¬ 
kali tolerance resulted in renewed 
interest in tall wheatgrass, and 


extensive testing wa$ carried out 
on alkali and normal soils. 

•Tall wheatgrass is a bunch grass 
with a tall, stemmy type of growth 
Plants grow 3 to 6 feet tall, de¬ 
pending on moisture conditions. 
The plant has large seeds and 
head similar to the set^s of inter¬ 
mediate wheatgrass. Seedling vig¬ 
or is good, although the grass is 
slow in getting established. Under 
favorable moisture conditions and 
good management, it is long-lived. 
Under dry conditions, heavy graz¬ 
ing or competition from other 
grasses and weeds, the grass may 
kill out in three or four years. 
Tall wheatgrass is late maturing, 
making slow growth in May, flow¬ 
ering in mid-July, and ripening 
seed late in August or early Sep¬ 
tember. 

Tall wheatgrass has yielded 
about the same as brome grass or 
crested wheatgrass in hay tests 
under open prairie or pork condi¬ 
tions. The hay tends to be coarse, 
and for this reason, haying should 
be done soon after heading in ear¬ 
ly July. Feeding trials are not ex¬ 
tensive, but chemical analysis in¬ 
dicate hay to be considerably low¬ 
er in feed value than brome or 
cretsed wheat. The fibre content 
of the hay is higher, and protein 
and nitrogen-free extract are low¬ 
er than for the standard grasses, j 
Cattle do not graze tall wheat- 
grass readily if brome or crested 
wheat is available. 

Seed production is quite satis¬ 
factory. Seed yields of 400 pounds 
per acre have been obtained at 
Saskatoon from raw planting with 
good soil and moisture conditions. 
The seed does not shatter readily, 
but cutting with a binder or swa 
ther may be preferable to 
straight combining. A* seeding 
rate of 15 pounds per acre is re¬ 
commended lor solid seedings of 
this grass. 

Tests indicate that this grass 
harf alkali or salinity tolerance 
well above brome or crested 
wheatgrass The grass should not 
be tried, however, when condi¬ 
tions are too alkali or saline for 
the growth of native grasses or 
weeds. Tall wheatgrass has done 
particularly well on saline or al¬ 
kali soils which have a shallow * 
water table or are wet from seep¬ 
age. Tests at the Dominioh Ex¬ 
perimental Station, Swift Current, 
Sask., indicate that'the crop will 
stand up to five weeks of flooding 
in the spring without showing 
damage.
